Amendments to claims 1 , 3, and 15-18 add limitations that were never present in any of the claims considered in previous office actions - 
i.e. conventional beverage containers, sealed aperture and/or container, skin tight seal between protective member and mouth contact 
area of container, no adhesive residue left on container after removal of protective member, protective member being reattachable. 

Support for "conventional beverage containers" (see claims 1, 3, 16-17) not found in present specification. 
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
